Treaty, have exerciſed the Mediation of the King 
their Maſter,” by whoſe Great and Prudent Care, the 
faid Aſſembly was convok'd together ) of-the'Re- 
ſolution he' hath taken ro Re-call'them* home. | 'Fhie 
ſaid Ambaſſadorsof Sweden, having bicherto been 
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lawful Grounds do now oblige kim to draw a pro- 
portionate Revenge upon his Enemies by force of 
Armes , for the flight account made by chem of 
what ought to be moſt Sacred , not among Princes 
onely , but even among all Men; and by the {ame 
Force to compel them to Seek a Peace', they now 
ſtrive to Hinder, by Means fo Unjuſt and Unwar» 
rantable. Would the whole Empire but ſeriouſly 
refle& on the Emperors Condu& in this ConjunQure, 
it would evidently appear, that it includes in it- 
ſelf, many Siniſter Defigns, which muſt needs 
prove fatal to her Liberty, it not timely preven- 
ted ; - there being nothing that diſcovers more 
the Injuſtice of a Deſign , than the odiouſneſs 
of the means practiſed for the effeQing of it. Had 
the Emperor therefore been leſs concerned than he 
was, in his hindring the Aſſembly ar Cologne, from 
producing a Peace, he would never have had recourie 
to ſuch PraGtiſes , as muſt of necefliry Difſolve the 
ſtricteſt Ties'and Bounds of all Humane Sociery : he 
would not have Violated the Neutrality of a Place 
appointed for the Treaty, by his Inſults on the Per- 
ſans of Ambaſladors of France: he would not, I 
ſay, have ſuffered his Officers and Commanders te 
ſeize forcibly and violently oa Monies gom_g 
to his moſt Chriſtiana Majeſty, within the Walls of 
a Free City 3 bur in a word, would: bave Acted in 
this ConjunQure, with more Candor and more Ge- 
nerolity, and in a War he hath raſhly Declared 
againſt him ; at leaſt, if be had feared leſs than be 
ſeems to do, the end and conſequences of it. 

All the while the Conferences laſted at Cologne , 
and the Mediators indeavored to bring rogether the 
moſt Refratory Parties . concerned ; . the Emperor 
alone; who fearing to ſee himſelf Diſarmed by a 
Peace, .and conſequently made to loſe that Power, 
he had uſurped fince the year laſt paſt, of Quartes 
ring his Troops iadifferently, and Conqueror like , 
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in the Territories of allthe Princes of the Empire, 
there by ſtrengchning his Armies ar their Coſts and 
Charges , by all 'which proceedings he did openly 
Contervene and Infringe , under _ and ſpecious 
Pretences', the Treaties of -W alia, and raiſing 
in a Power, heretofore: {o -crarf Pea to the 
German Liberty , and-which Power could never be' 
reduced to any lawful Limits, bue after ſo many 
long and Bloody-wars. Toxdd no mere, the fid' 
Emperor dreaded _—_ more, than to ſee by the 
Concluſion of a Peace at Calogre, ' theeud'of a Quar- 
rel meerly a Stranger to the Concernof the Em 
_ the End and Stop of thoſe Defigris he ath 
againſt the very Empire it ſelf. 

Al theſe things duely Weighed, his moſt Chri- 
ſtian Majeſty doubts not, bur that not onely the 
King of Sweden himſelf, whoſe Honor is found ſo 
highly concerned in this Breach of a Faith , of which 
* he was made Depofitory' as Chicf Mediator , 

but even all other Princes concerned, and ſenſibly

te to the Emperor ,” an one un 
Didolution of = Aſſembly that was both = 
and likey , to have procured ic to all Chriſten« 
dome. 

The whole Empire may one day Remember, 
that her Tranquility might caſſly have been reſto- 
red, had the Emperofbroughr'to the Treaty, the 
ſame Candid and Sincere Diſpofitions, that his 
moſt Chriſtian Majeſty hath ſhewed all along, inand 
fince the late Treaties of Weſtphalia ; and that had 
his Imperial Majeſty conſented to Ingage his W ord, 
not to Afﬀifſt at a# the Enemies of France his moft 
Chriſtian Majeſty would freely have Obliged him- 
ſelf, to have cauſed his Armies to quit Germany 
at the ſame time, asſoon as he ſhould have received 
the ſaid Promiſe from him. However, his Maje- 
ſty notwithſtanding what hath paſt hicherto , _ 
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
